When Washington died, a private 
citizen, Napoleon Bonaparte, first 
consul of France, ordered the battle 
standards of France to be draped 
in mourning as a tribute to the 
greatest man of that, if not all, 
time. 

Napoleon was then at the outset 
of the romantic career which soon 
diverted the contemporary mind 
from all others. He staggered the 
civilized world, overthrew existing 
institutions, and in defeat achieved 
greater glory th%ii bis conquerors. 

His accomplishments still haunt 
the minds of men like old memories 
With time the fame of Washington 
has atrophied. 

A school of misguided educators 
rewriting his character to suit their 
views of a pnblic'example have di- 
vested him of all human and inte 
resting attributes. 

AlK)ve party, he left none to exalt 
his memory. 

The rapid march of events has 
constantly diverted the contemporary 
mind to modern issues, forgetful of 
the crises which Washington over- 
came at the government's inception 
So it is that Napoleon universally 
today is acclaimed as the genius of 
geniuses, while the greater Washing- 
ton rests in a comparatively forgotten 
/grave. 

As opposed to the general rule of 
great men, in some particular, 
Washington and Napoleon were of 
universal greatness When asked to 
name great generals the tonjrue runs 
lightly over the names of Marl- 
borough, Frederick, Gustavus, 
Conde, Napoleon, Wellington, Von 
Moltke, Washington, L,ee, and 
Grant. 

When statesmen are called ,for, 
Stein, Pitt, Cavour, Bonaparte, 
Bismarck, Washington, Hamilton, 
Lincoln, and Webster. 

Bonaparte and Washington alone 
are found in both lists. 

Neither aspired to literary dis- 
tinction, yet the writings of each 
would entitle him to high considera- 
tion if they were not overshadowed 
by greater achievements. 

Comparison between Washington 
and Napoleon is not easy. 

Washington became commander- 
in-chief of an unorganized crowd 
His natural genius and backwoods 
experience had tq train officers and 
men alike; to organize a commissary, 
and to lead an incompetent congress. 
Bonaparte came to command an 
army inured to war and commanded 
by ofiScers from corjwrals to niajor 
generals; by men who had found 
their level on the stricken field. 
Jourdan and Carnot in organization 
and Massena in battle had achieved 
a perfection that Napoleon found 
hard to surpass. 

Hence it was that Napoleon ac- 
complished tactical feats upon which 
Washington never ventured, and 
spoke scornfully of Washington's 
war as of outpost. 

And yet, when measured on the 
grandest scale of adapting facilities 
at band to the object to be achieved, 
the balance of success lies with 
Washington. 

In doggedness, in maintaining a 
position in the face of impending 
destruction before the enemy, the 
siege of Boston will stand on equality 
with Rivoli or Eylaw. 

For desperate rapidly in attack 
under the pressure of necessity, 
Princeton can beset beside Marengo. 
Washington's campaign through 
the Jerseys in 1777 is the only one in 
history comparable to Napoleon's 
defense in 18 14. The march from 
the Hudson to Yorktown is a paral- 
lel to the one on Um. And to 
mingle defeat with victory, the bat- 
tle of New York is not dissimilar 
from that of I,eipsic, 

Washington made himself great in 
the service of his fellowmen. 

Naix)leon served his men only to 
make himself great. 

The collapse of the Continental 
Congress and the failure of the 
convention called each nation's 
great general into politics. 

It was then that Napoleon used 
crisis to make himself emperor. 
The thrifty he approached by secur- 
ing life and properly. To the patri- 
ots he appealed by bringing order 
out of chaos in government. The 
litigants he bound to him by re- 
establishing the administration of 
jastlce. The soldiers he conciliated 
by exalted rank. The passions of 
his countrymen he fed upon bis 
victories. 



Through all his career .he 
endeavored to conciliate the orderly 
by peaceful administration at home 
and to suppress political malcontents 
by successful wars aboiird. 

In crises Washington took the op- 
posite course. 

He used his influences to build up 
a government in which he should 
not be necessary. 

He insisted upon order at home 
for the welfare of its citizens He 
caused a strong and well ordered 
national finance to give strength to 
re.sent foreign aggression. 

War, which must result in 
additional power to himself, perhaps 
renewed dictatorship, he resisted at 
great loss of personal popularity 
Assaults upon his reputation and 
upon his popularity were not com- 
bated at risk of individual freedom, 
or evaded at risk to the national 
welfare. 

The end of the two careers was 
the logical result of their living. 
The great military machine inherited 
by Napoleon was worn out in the 
using. The financial structure of 
the empire collapsed under the 
expense of his wars. The glory of 
his victories did not keep France 
from deserting him in defeat. A 
combination of his enemies overthrew 
him in battle, overran his country, 
and re established the monarchy. 

Napoleon left France smaller, 
weaker, jxiorer, more primitive than 
he found it. All that she has since 
achieved has been won in spite %f 
him. 

Washington took command of a 
dozen rebellions colonies, without 
organized government. He main- 
tained an army of untrained men for 
seven vears in the face of the best

Anierica shared the world's 
appreciation of the living Washing 
ton and has joined it in forgetting 
his greatness.

Matthew's Church, 28 W. 84th St., 
last Monday evening. He succeeds 
the late Dr. Chamberlain, under 
whom he served as curate for the 
past 13 years. This position, on 
account of the extent of the work 
and the large dfaf population in 
New York, is considered the highest 
honor a deaf clergyman can attain.

The Society has a lot of dishes 
for use at its lloolal functions and 
they are loaned to others and In 
case they are put out of use they 
lo be replaced. Mr. Beokert, the cus- 
todian reported several Instances 
where breakage occurred and the 
ai tides made good. 

The Society voted to contribute 
$15 to the starving childreu of 
Europe Fund, and that the money 
should .be used lu behalf of the 
deaf children. Business l/elug dis- 
posed of, some time ^as devoted to 
a discussion of current events. 
Next meeting will be held March 
Ist. 

Thiough an oversight, we failed 
to chronicle the death of Frank 
Minego in our last letter. It occur 
red on the 30th ult., at his home in 
Portsmouth, Ohio. He had not 
l>een in good health for some time, 
but he had managed to keep at 
work.
